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OUR  FOREIGN  TRADE  IN  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS 
DURING  THE  FIVE  FISCAL  YEARS  1893-1897. 


During  the  fiscal  year  1897  the  United  States  exported  domestic  mer- 
chandise amounting  in  value  to  $1,032,007,003,  thus  outstripping  all 
previous  records  in  the  history  of  our  foreign  trade.  Of  the  various 
commodities  comprised  in  these  enormous  exports,  G6.84  per  cent,  with 
a  total  value  of  $089,755,193,  had  their  origin  in  agriculture.  Only  two 
preceding  years,  1881  and  1892,  each  marked  by  abundant  harvests 
in  this  country  coupled  with  meager  ones  abroad,  show  a  larger  expor- 
tation of  agricultural  products  than  is  recorded  for  1897. 

Compared  with  the  agricultural  exports  during  1896,  the  shipments 
of  1897  disclose  a  total  gain  of  $115,350,929,  or  about  20  per  cent.  As 
a  result  of  this  unusual  gain,  the  growth  of  our  export  trade  in  farm 
products,  for  the  first  time  in  several  years,  kept  pace  with  the  remark- 
able expansion  in  our  exports  of  manufactured  articles  and  other  non- 
agricultural  commodities.  In  1890  agricultural  products  constituted 
00.54  per  cent  of  the  domestic  merchandise  exported,  whereas  in 
1897,  as  stated  above,  they  formed  00.84  per  cent.  This  small  but  sig- 
nificant increase  in  the  relative  importance  of  the  agricultural  category, 
taken  in  conjunction  with  an  actual  growth  in  value  of  more  than 
$100,000,000,  makes  the  fiscal  year  1897  an  important  one  in  the  devel- 
opment of  our  export  trade  in  the  products  of  American  agriculture. 

As  regards  our  import  trade,  the  fiscal  year  1897  shows  a  total  valua- 
tion for  all  kinds  of  merchandise  of  $704,730,412,  and  of  this  amount 
the  important  sum  of  $400,871,468,  or  52.42  per  cent  of  the  total,  was 
expended  for  agricultural  imports.  Although  our  total  imports  of  all 
commodities  were  less  than  during  1890  by  about  $15,000,000,  our 
purchases  of  foreign  agricultural  products  were  nearly  $10,000,000 
greater  than  in  that  year. 

This  exceptional  growth  of  our  agricultural  imports,  however,  is  prob- 
ably attributable  in  large  measure  to  the  fact  that  during  1897,  in  order 
to  escape  the  prospective  import  duties  of  the  tariff'  legislation  then 
pending,  certain  products  were  imported  much  more  extensively  than 
would  otherwise  have  been  the  case.  Among  the  various  products 
showing  enlarged  importations  that  were  undoubtedly  made  in  antici- 
pation of  a  higher  tariff,  the  most  prominent  are  wool  and  sugar.  In 
the  imports  of  wool  there  was  an  increase  during  1897  amounting 
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to  more  than  $20,000,000,  while  the  receipts  of  sugar  were  larger 
by  nearly  810,000,000  than  in  the  year  preceding,  making  a  total  gain 
for  the  two  items  of  about  $30,000,000. 

If  these  abnormal  gains  made  in  the  cases  of  wool  and  sugar  be 
excluded,  our  agricultural  imports  for  1897,  instead  of  showing  an 
increase  of  nearly  $10,000,000,  exhibit  an  actual  falling  off  of  more 
than  $_!0,000,000,  which  was  proportionately  a  much  greater  decline 
than  that  occurring  during  the  year  in  the  importation  of  nonagricul- 
tural  commodities. 

The  falling  off  that  took  place  in  a  considerable  portion  of  our  agricul- 
tural imports  for  1897  may  be  accounted  for  in  part  by  the  recent  intro- 
duction into  the  United  States  and  the  successful  propagation  here  of  cer- 
tain products  we  were  formerly  obliged  to  purchase  elsewhere.  There 
is  undoubtedly  a  wide  opportunity  in  this  direction  for  the  further 
diversification  of  American  agriculture.  Considering  the  vast  agricul- 
tural possibilities  of  the  country,  the  extent  to  which  we  have  thus  far 
depended  upon  foreign  lands  for  various  products  of  the  farm  is  cer- 
tainly surprising.  During  1897,  as  has  already  been  shown,  our  agri- 
cultural imports  cost  us  no  less  a  sum  than  $100,871,408.  This  large 
amount,  deducted  from  the  value  of  our  agricultural  exports  for  the 
same  year,  returned  at  $G89, 755,193,  leaves  to  our  credit  the  compara- 
tively small  balance  of  $288,883,725.  It  is  an  encouraging  fact,  how- 
ever, that  this  balance,  although  small  in  comparison  with  the  total 
value  of  our  agricultural  exports,  was  nevertheless  considerably  larger 
in  1897  than  has  been  the  case  for  several  years.  In  the  following- 
table  are  presented  official1  statistics  showing  how  much  of  the  mer- 
chandise imported  and  exported  by  the  United  States  during  each  lis- 
cal  year  from  1893  to  1897,  inclusive,  consisted  of  agricultural  matter.2 
and  also  the  extent  to  which  in  each  of  these  years  the  agricultural 
exports  exceeded  the  agricultural  imports:

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EXPORTS  SHOWING-  AN  INCREASE. 

By  the  statistics  quoted  it  has  been  shown  that  our  agricultural 
exports  increased  during  1897  to  the  extent  of  about  $115,000,000. 
Among  the  products  that  contributed  most  to  this  gain  should  be  men- 
tioned cotton,  wheat,  and  corn,  the  combined  increase  in  the  total 
export  value  of  these  three  items  amounting  to  more  than  $75,000,000. 

COTTON. 

Tn  the  case  of  cotton,  which  is  by  far  the  most  important  of  all  our 
agricultural  exports,  constituting  in  value  about  one-third  of  the  entire 
category,  there  was  an  exceptionally  large  gain.  Notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  average  export  price  per  pound  fell  from  8.1  cents  in  189G 
to  7.4  cents  in  1897,  the  total  value  of  the  shipments  advanced  from 
$190,050,460  in  the  former  year  to  $230,890,971  in  the  latter,  an  increase 
of  $40,834,511.  Measured  in  quantity  rather  than  value,  these  exports 
of  cotton  show  the  remarkable  gain  of  768,528,564  pounds,  the  ship- 
ments for  1897  aggregating  3,103,754,949  pounds  as  against  2,335, 226,385 
pounds  for  1896. 

WHEAT. 

After  cotton,  the  product  that  exhibited  the  largest  increase  during 
1897  was  wiieat.  In  1896  our  exports  of  this  cereal  were  unusually 
small,  not  exceeding  60,650,080  bushels,  with  a  value  of  $39,709,868. 
During  the  following  year,  however,  a  stronger  foreign  demand,  occa- 
sioned by  short  crops  abroad,  called  for  an  exportation  of  79,562,020 
bushels,  valued  at  $59,920,178.  The  gain  in  quantity  was  therefore 
18,911,940  bushels,  while  that  in  value,  owing  to  an  advance  in  the 
average  export  price  per  bushel  from  65.5  cents  in  1896  to  75.3  cents  in 
1897,  was  proportionately  much  greater,  amounting  to  $20,210,310. 

WHEAT  FLOUR. 

In  conjunction  with  the  exports  of  wheat  should  be  mentioned  those 
of  wheat  flour.  During  some  years  the  shipments  of  this  important 
commodity  have  exceeded  in  value  the  exportation s  of  wheat  in  the 
gram.  This  was  the  case  in  1896,  when  the  value  of  the  flour  sent 
abroad  amounted  to  $52,025,217  and  that  of  the  grain  to  only  $39,709,868. 
In  1897,  however,  the  order  was  reversed,  the  exports  of  grain  showing 
a  greater  value  by  about  $4,000,000  than  those  of  flour. 

Comparing  the  export  returns  for  1896  and  1897,  we  find  that  while 
the  quantity  of  flour  shipped  fell  in  these  years  from  14,620,864  barrels 
to  14,569,545  barrels,  there  was  an  increase  in  the  total  value  of  the 
shipments  from  $52,025,217  to  $55, 914,347,  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
average  export  price  per  barrel  advanced  from  $3.56  in  1896  to  $3.84 
in  1897. 

Converted  into  its  equivalent  in  grain,  the  flour  exported  in  1896 
amounted  to  65,793,888  bushels  of  wheat,  and  that  in  1897  to  65,562,952 
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bushels.  The  combined  shipments  of  wheat  and  wheat  flour,  stated  in 
grain,  would  therefore  reach  as  high  as  145,124,972  bushels  for  the  latter 
year  as  compared  with  120,443,968  bushels  for  the  former. 

INDIAN  CORN. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  features  of  our  export  trade  during-  1S97 
was  the  remarkable  increase  that  took  place  in  the  quantity  of  Indian 
corn  disposed  of  abroad,  the  total  shipments  of  the  year  aggregating 
as  high  as  176,916,365  bushels,  and  thus  surpassing  by  a  wide  margin 
all  previous  records.  The  exports  of  the  year  preceding,  although 
reaching  the  exceptionally  high  aggregate  of  99,992,835  bushels,  were 
exceeded  in  1897  by  more  than  75,000,000  bushels.  It  is  also  to  be 
noted  that  the  shipments  of  corn  during  the  past  year,  while  less  in 
value,  were  in  quantity  more  than  twice  as  large  as  the  exports  of 
wheat,  and  also  much  larger  than  those  of  wheat  and  wheat  flour  com- 
bined. The  value  of  the  corn  sent  to  foreign  markets  in  1897  was 
854,087.152  as  against  837,830,802  in  189G.  In  the  two  years  mentioned 
the  average  export  price  per  bushel  declined  from  37.8  cents  to  30.6 
cents. 

CORN  MEAL. 

Our  exports  of  corn  have  thus  far  been  chiefly  in  the  form  of  grain. 
The  shipments  of  corn  meal,  although  showing  a  marked  increase  dur- 
ing the  last  few  years,  are  still  comparatively  small.  In  1890  they 
amounted  to  270,885  barrels,  equivalent  to  1,107,540  bushels  of  grain, 
and  in  1897  to  475,2G3  barrels  or  1,901,052  bushels  of  grain.  The  meal 
exports  were  valued  at  $654,121  for  1896,  and  8002,061  for  1897. 

OTHER  CEREALS. 

Other  cereals  that  were  exported  in  greatly  increased  quantities 
during  the  past  year  to  meet  foreign  deficiences  were  oats  and  barley. 
Shipments  of  oats  were  made  to  the  extent  of  35,096,736  bushels,  val- 
ued at  $8,756,207,  as  compared  with  13,012,590  bushels,  valued  at 
$3,497^611,  in  the  year  preceding,  while  the  exports  of  barley  during 
the  same  period  increased  from  7,680,331  bushels  to  20,030,301  bushels 
in  quantity,  and  from  83,100,311  to  87,G4G,381  in  value.  The  exports 
of  rye,  while  much  less  important,  also  show  a  notable  gain,  having 
advanced  from  988,4GG  bushels,  valued  at  8445,075,  for  1S9G  to  8,560,271 
bushels,  valued  at  $3,667,505  for  1897.  Prior  to  last  year  our  shipments 
of  buckwheat  were  not  large  enough  to  be  considered  worthy  of  separate 
mention  in  the  official  accounts  of  our  export  trade,  but  in  1897  they 
assumed  more  importance  and  were  stated  at  1.077,102  bushels,  with  a 
value  of  8078,959.  The  total  value  of  all  breadstuff's  exported  by  the 
United  States  during  1897  amounted  to  1197,857,219,  as  compared  with 
si 41. 3  .0,993  during  189G*a  gam  of  856,500,220. 
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FLAXSEED. 

Among  the  agricultural  products  that  are  credited  with  increased 
exportations  during  the  past  year,  one  of  the  most  conspicuous  is  flax- 
seed. This  commodity  was  not  exported  very  extensively  in  1890,  the 
total  shipments  for  that  year  amounting  to  only  80,453  bushels,  valued 
at  $73,207,  but  in  1897  the  quantity  sent  abroad  reached  as  high  as 
4,713,747  bushels,  with  a  value  of  $3,850,835. 

LIVE  STOCK  AND  THEIR  PRODUCTS. 

In  the  category  comprising  the  various  kinds  of  live  stock  and  their 
products,  the  most  important  gains  were  those  occurring  in  the  expor- 
tation of  cattle,  horses,  fresh  beef,  hams,  bacon,  butter,  and  cheese. 
During  189G  we  shipped  to  foreign  countries  372,461  head  of  cattle, 
valued  at  $34,560,672,  and  25,126  horses,  valued  at  $3,530,703 ;  in  1897 
the  cattle  exported  numbered  392,190,  with  a  value  of  $36,357,451,  and 
the  horses  39,532,  with  a  value  of  $4,769,265.  At  the  same  time  the 
exportation  of  fresh  beef  rose  from  224,783,225  pounds,  valued  at 
$18,974,107,  to  290,395,930  pounds,  valued  at  $22,653,742,  and  that  of 
hams  from  129,036,351  pounds,  worth  $12,669,763,  to  165,247,302  pounds, 
worth  $15,970,021.  Our  exports  of  bacon  made  importaut  gains  in 
quantity,  advancing  from  425,352,187  pounds  to  500,399,448  pounds, 
but  owing  to  a  sharp  decline  in  the  average  price,  the  increase  in  total 
value  was  comparatively  small— from  $33,442,847  to  $34,187,147. 
The  growth  of  our  export  trade  in  butter  during  the  two  years  was 
particularly  rapid,  the  total  shipments  made  in  1897  amounting  to 
31,345,224  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $4,493,364,  as  against  19,373,913 
pounds,  with  a  value  of  $2,937,203,  in  1896.  The  exports  of  cheese 
increased  from  36,777,291  pounds  to  50,944,617  pounds,  and  their  value 
from  $3,091,914  to  $4,636,063. 

OTHER  ARTICLES. 

Other  agricultural  exports  that  made  gains  exceeding  $1,000,000  in 
value  during  the  past  year  were  fruits,  oil  cake  and  oil  cake  meal,  and 
cotton-seed  oil.  Comparing  1896  and  1897,  we  find  that  the  value  of 
fruits  sent  abroad  advanced  from  $5,585,783  in  the  former  year  to 
$7,613,500  in  the  latter,  while  that  of  oil  cake  and  oil-cake  meal 
increased  from  $7,949,047  to  $9,611,044,  and  that  of  cotton  seed  oil  from 
$5,476,510  to  $6,897,361.  The  total  quantity  of  frnits  comprised  in 
the  shipments  of  these  years  is  not  stated,  but  the  amount  of  oil  cake 
and  oil-cake  meal  exported  rose  from  798,366,723  pounds  in  1896  to 
1,056,493,086  pounds  in  1897,  and  that  of  cotton-seed  oil,  in  the  same 
period,  from  19,445,848  gallons  to  27,198,882  gallons. 

With  regard  to  several  of  our  leading  agricultural  exports,  as  for 
instance  lard,  oleo  oil,  and  glncose,  it  happened  in  1897,  as  a  result  of 
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lower  export  prices,  that  a  material  increase  in  the  quantity  shipped  was 
accompanied  by  an  actual  falling  off  in  the  total  value.  Thus  the  ship- 
ments of  lard  increased  from  509,534,256  pounds  in  1890  to  508,315, G40 
pounds  in  1S97,  while  in  the  same  "period  the  value  fell  from  $33,589,851 
to  829,120,485.  Similarly  the  exports  of  oleo-oil  show  an  advance  from 
103,270,750  pounds  to  113,500.152  pounds  in  quantity,  but  a  decline 
from  88,087,905  to  $6,742,061  in  value.  In  the  case  of  glucose,  the 
exports  rose  from  171,231,050  pounds  to  194,419,250  pounds,  while  their 
value  dropped  from  82,772,335  to  $2,736,674. 

EXPORTS  SHOWING  A  DECREASE. 

Among  the  agricultural  exports  that  show  for  1897  a  decline  in 
quantity  as  well  as  value  the  most  important  are  canned  beef,  salted 
or  pickled  beef,  pickled  pork,  hides  and  skins,  and  sheep.  The  ship- 
ments of  canned  beef  fell  from  G3, 698. 180  pounds,  valued  at  $5,636,953, 
in  1890  to  54,019,772  pounds,  valued  at  84,050,308,  in  1897.  while  those 
of  salted  or  pickled  beef  dropped  in  these  years  from  70,709,209  pounds, 
worth  $3,975,113,  to  07,712,940  pounds,  worth  83,514,120.  In  the  exports 
of  pickled  pork  there  was  a  decrease  from  09.498.373  pounds  to  (50,708,920 
pounds  in  quantity  and  from  $3,973,461  to  83,207,214  in  value.  The 
quantity  of  hides  and  skins  sent  abroad  declined  from  39.545.324  pounds 
to  31,119,100  pounds  and  their  value  from  83,858.940  to  $2,388,530.  As 
regards  the  exportation  of  sheep,  there  was  a  falling  off  of  about  50  per 
cent,  the  shipments  in  1897  amounting  to  only  244,120  head,  valued  at 
81,531 ,045,  as  compared  with  491,505  head,  valued  at  83,070.384  in  1896. 

The  statistical  table  presented  below  shows  the  quantity  and  value 
of  the  leading  agricultural  exports  of  the  United  States  for  the  fiscal 
years  1890  and  1897,  respectively,  with  the  amount  of  increase  or 
decrease  in  1897.  The  products  enumerated  in  the  table  constitute  in 
value  about  95  per  cent  of  our  total  agricultural  exports.  They  are 
arranged  in  the  order  of  their  importance  during  1897.  and  only  such 
articles  are  included  as  had  a  valuation  for  that  year  exceeding 
81,000,000,    The  table  is  as  follows :

IMPORTS  SHOWING  AN  INCREASE. 

Of  the  agricultural  imports  that  exhibited  a  decided  increase  during 
the  fiscal  year  1897  wool  and  sugar  have  already  been  mentioned  as 
being  the  most  conspicuous.  Aside  from  these  two  items,  the  gains  of 
chief  importance  were  those  made  in  the  cases  of  tea,  opium,  rice  and 
rice  meal,  and  cattle.  Our  importations  of  tea  for  1897  amounted  to 
113,347,175  pounds,  valued  at  $14,835,862,  as  compared  with  93,998,372 
pounds,  valued  at  $12,704,440  for  the  year  preceding.  Opium  was 
imported  to  the  extent  of  1,229,975  pounds  as  against  464,259  pounds 
in  1896,  the  value  advancing  from  $1,418,481  to  $3,317,588.  The  receipts 
of  rice  and  rice  meal  rose  from  146,724,607  pounds  to  197,816,134  pounds, 
and  their  value  from  $2,185,579  to  $3,517,160.  Our  imports  of  cattle, 
which  in  1890  amounted  to  217,826  head,  valued  at  $1,509,856,  increased 
in  1897  to  328,977  head,  valued  at  $2,589,857.  This  increase  was  due 
chiefly  to  larger  purchases  of  Mexican  and  Canadian  cattle. 

COFFEE. 

As  regards  the  importation  of  coffee,  an  article  that  exceeds  in 
importance  all  other  agricultural  products  brought  into  the  United 
States  except  sugar,  the  receipts  for  1897  were  larger  than  those  for 
the  year  before,  but  owing  to  a  decline  of  3.5  cents  per  pound  in  the 
average  import  price,  the  total  valuation  of  the  imports  was  less  than 
in  1896.    While  the  quantity  imported  in  the  two  years  increased  from 
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580,597,915  pounds  to  737,045,070  pounds,  the  value  fell  from  884,793,124 
to  881,544,384. 

IMPORTS  SHOWING  A  DECREASE. 

Among  the  agricultural  products  showing  largely  decreased  importa- 
tions during  1897  the  most  important  were  silk,  leaf  tobacco,  hides  and 
skins,  and  fruits.  In  189G  silk  was  imported  to  the  extent  of  9,303.987 
pounds,  "but  in  1897  only  7,993,444  pounds  were  received,  the  value  fall- 
ing from  820,703,428  in  the  former  year  to  818,918,283  in  the  latter. 
The  decrease  in  our  imports  of  leaf  tobacco  was  particularly  marked, 
the  receipts  for  1897  amounting  to  only  13,805,227  pounds,  valued  at 
89,584,155,  as  against  32,924,90G  pounds,  valued  at  81G,503,130,  for  1890. 
As  regards  the  importation  of  hides  and  skins,  there  was  a  decline  in 
quantity  from  210,39S,011  pounds  to  200,100,844  pounds,  and  in  value 
from  830,520,177  to  827,8G3,020.  The  value  of  the  fruits  imported  fell 
from  816,957,307  to  814,920,771. 

In  the  tabular  statement  presented  below  are  enumerated  in  the  order 
of  their  importance  such  of  our  agricultural  imports  for  1897  as  had  a 
valuation  exceeding  81,000,000,  together  with  statistics  showing  the 
quantity  and  value  imported  in  that  year  and  the  year  preceding,  and 
also  the  amount  of  increase  or  decrease  during  1897.  The  articles 
included  constitute  in  value  more  than  90  per  cent  of  the  entire  list  of 
agricultural  products  imported  into  the  United  States.  The  statement 
is  as  follows :

A  complete  statement  of  our  agricultural  imports1  and  exports  during 
each  fiscal  year  from  1893  to  1897,  inclusive,  embracing  all  commodities 
that  seem  properly  to  belong  to  the  agricultural  category,2  is  presented 
in  the  following  tables: 


1  In  comparing  the  yearly  import  returns  for  1893-1897,  tariff  changes  should  he 
taken  into  account.  The  tariff  law  of  1890  was  in  force  until  August  27,  1894.  At 
that  date  the  tariff'  of  1894  hecame  law,  remaining  in  effect  until  July  24,  1897,  when 
it  was  superseded  hy  the  present  tariff'. 

2 In  the  preparation  of  the  statistical  tahles  emhodied  in  the  present  hulletin,  the 
classification  of  agricultural  imports  and  exports  used  in  similar  statements  pre- 
viously issued  hy  the  Department  has  heen  subjected  to  a  careful  revision.  The  list 
of  products  included  has  heen  increased  hy  the  addition  of  several  commodities  that 
under  the  liberal  method  of  classification  employed  seem  logically  to  fall  within  the 
agricultural  category.  Most  of  these  articles  are  of  small  value,  and  their  insertion 
does  not  materially  affect  the  general  result.  The  only  change  of  any  considerable 
importance  is  the  inclusion  for  the  first  time  of  malt  and  spirituous  liquors.  This 
seems  to  be  justified  on  the  ground  that  the  commodities  mentioned,  although 
secondary  products,  are  as  truly  agricultural  in  their  original  source  as  several  other 
articles  it  has  been  the  custom  to  include,  such  as  sugar,  glucose,  starch,  Hour,  but- 
ter, cheese,  margarin,  lard,  tallow,  animal  and  vegetable  oils,  cider,  vinegar,  wines, 
etc.  These  secondary  products  form  a  very  important  part  of  the  agricultural 
category,  and  any  statement  from  which  they  are  excluded  would  fail  to  convey  an 
adequate  idea  of  the  extent  to  which  agriculture  enters  into  our  foreign  trade.

The  price  statistics  quoted  above  exhibit  very  clearly  the  marked 
advance  that  has  occurred  since  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  in  the 
average  prices  of  some  of  our  leading  agricultural  imports  and 
exports.  The  general  decline  that  took  place  during  the  five  years 
ended  June  30,  1897,  has  been  succeeded  by  a  decided  upward  tend- 
ency. This  is  particularly  noticeable  in  the  prices  of  the  products 
exported.  Cotton  is  the  only  agricultural  export  of  any  considerable 
importance  that  shows  a  marked  decline.  The  advances  of  chief 
importance  were  those  occurring  in  the  prices  of  wheat  and  wheat 
Hour,  but  most  of  the  other  cereals,  and  also  many  of  the  provisions, 
made  notable  gains.  Of  the  eighty-five  items  for  which  an  average 
export  price  for  the  five  months  ended  November  30,  1897,  was  avail- 
able, fifty  show  an  increase  over  the  average  price  for  the  fiscal  year 
preceding,  while  sixty-four  out  of  one  hundred  and  three  imported 
items  show  a  similar  increase.
